What's Wrong, Anyhow? 


There is something fine and gratifying about the belief thai 


America is the best land on earth, that its citizenship is beyond 
compare in the matter of brains and'ability, that the leadership 
of the world down a long future is in our hands. 


But here are some interesting figures from a statistical re- 


port: 


Of the value of combustible property in America 82 per 


cent is insured against fire, but less than 7 per cent of the 
economic value of human life'is similarly protected. 


Eighty-two percent of the chifdren of America, are forced to 


leave school before completing the eighth grade in order... to 
' assist in the support of their families. 


Ninety per cent of us fail to provide for old age or for our 


families, and of the men actively engaged in business 90 per 
cent reach old age v/ithout a competence. Thirty-five per cent 
of the nation's widows_are in actual want and less than 10 per 
cent can ;be called comfortably situated. 


Consideration of these percentages may .temper'in some 


measure our national self-esteem, but it were hardly fair to lay 
the blame upon our economic system. Evidently there is 
something wrong with us, with our attitude toward life and 
living, our point of view, our ambitions or, perhaps, our will- 
power. It does not solve the problem to" suggest that these 
same percentages have not varied since man came down from 
the tree—or was created from the fertile soil of Eden. 


We all think that we think more of our dependents than the 


statistics would indicate.

Against Daylight. 


Pittsburg and Philadelphia and some of the other large cities 


in Pennsylvania want daylight-saving time through the sum- 
mer, but the law-makers object to their having it. The legis- 
lature has passed a bill forbidding any city or town to set the 
clock ahead of the normal standard time, on penalty of $500 
fine. 


This action, following a similar effort which came near suc- 


ceeding in New Hampshire, shows a remarkable reaction from 
the general attitude during the war. Daylight-saving then was 
welcomed almost everywhere, in spite of rural opposition. 
Urban committees in general are still favorable to the idea; 
though less fanatical about it; but the country has organized' 
its hostility and is having its way, in this as in other public 
issues. Any national system of daylight-saving, such as exists 
in some foreign countries, and was looked-forward to in this 
country not long ago, now appears impossible. 


It makes no great difference, perhaps. It is not a"vital issue. 


Sunlight is-good, and greatly to be desired, but there are other 
ways of obtaining it, by communities, groups or individuals. 
Yet" the device of setting clocks ahead, in a state or section, by 
general agreement, was so simple and effective that millions 
will regret its.f aftire.

He wanted to cut down a fine tree in 
order to make a driveway to his garage, and 1 ordered him to 
move the driveway over 15 inches and spare the tree." 


The mayor upheld the order—as a mayor should—and hun- 


dreds of trees in that city which otherwise would have been 
sacrificed for the same reason will be saved. 


Why not ? Trees are as important as driveways or garages. 


And anyway, a curved driveway usually looks better than a 
straight one.

It is as important to "spare that tree" as it is to "plant a 


tree " Both are necessary if either city or country hereafter is 
to be green, beautiful, cool and healthful. The old, predatory, 
pioneering instinct to destroy trees must be fought at every 
turn, until it is outgrown and trees are not only planted but 
preserved as a matter of course.

•cfcairman of the Executive Committee 
of the newly formed League of Nations 
Non-Partisan Association, in his ad- 
dress on Sunday evening at the North 
Church. "The danger in Europe today 
is not-so much revolution as dlssolu- 
| tion," he continued. "Civilization Is 
literally evaporating.Wise men told me 
in Europe last summer that Europe is, 
returning to another "Dark Ages.' If 
old England had not been standing in' 
the breach while we have been playing 
on the side lines'! I do not know where 
Europe would be today. Yet for every 
man we lost in the war England lost 
20 and France lost 30." 


Mr. Holt's lecture was a plea that 


the UrJ'ted- States enter the existing 
League of "Nations, and 
incidentally 


the lecturer pralsed:Tresident Harding 
'for his efforts to get the United States 
into the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice. Mr. Holt's definition of 
tie League, which he said was the best 
brief formulation he could offer, was 
this: "This League is a .miheme where- 
by sovereign nations can act together 
unanimously better than they -other- 
wise "could." The only two important 
words in the definition were "sover- 
eign" and "unanimous." "How any na- 
tion could lose its sovereignty who 
joined" the League was beyond the com 
prehension of ever? member ot the 
Assembly I met in -Geneva," said Mr.
